He next showed a picture of him­ 
self and his wife, and commented 
that there are no two people in the 
world less appreciated that one's wife 
and mother.

happy children and grown-ups de­ 
parted with a much greater knowl­ 
edge of the troubles of birds and with 
a resolve to do their mite in making 
their life easier.

It i" doubtful, if it were possible to 
get at the exact showing made in ev­ 
ery county in Indiana, than a n y one 
would rate better than

Rush 
county during this campaign 
have 
marveled at the remarkable showing 
made here. 
According to the figures which have 
been compiled 
by 
the 
Republican 
county chairman, there are not more 
than a hundred and thirty voters in 
the county who did not register. 
In 
other word" only that many men will 
I*isc their vote by reason of their fail­ 
ure to adhere to the law. 
The Republicans seem to have a lit­ 
tle edge on the Democrats. 
There 
are six precincts in the 
county in 
which every Republican voter who 
was {lolled as suck has been register­ 
ed. 
In four precincts only all of the 
Democratic voters, according to the 
{♦oil, have registered. 
In three pre­ 
cinct" every Democratic and Repub­ 
lican voter shown on the poll books 
has registered. 
The precincts in which all the Re­ 
publicans and Democrats have regis­ 
tered are:

which all Republicans are accounted 
for are:

The county chairman did not put 


off their duty of getting out to vote 
for the registration until the last op­ 
portunity as they did in Marion and 
other cou n ties. 
Instead they

hot on the job at the first registra­ 
tion and have been at it ever since. It 
is not probable that any county in the 
State had near ninety j»er cent. of Hie 
vote registered when the registration 
booths opened yesterday for the last 
day’s session of the board, but such 
was the case in Rush county. 
The registration law 
will 
work 
very little hardship in Rush county,ex 
cepting that which it 
has 
already 
worked. 
It has added a heavy ex­ 
c u s e to the county committee, which 
is a burden, as heretofore the com­ 
mittees have always found plenty of 
use for its money in the campaign. 
In addition it has caused a lot of ex­ 
tra work. 
The registration law is of 
very little value in cities the size of 
Rushville. 
County Chairmen Bebout has been 
highly complimented by the Republi­ 
cans by bis successful effort in get­ 
ting the (voters) out to register.

Indianapolis, Oct. 8.—W hen the dis­ 
trict attorney announced th at Edward 
Clark, business agent of the Cincinnati 
local 
of iron 
workers, 
wanted 
to 
change his plea of not guilty to one of 
guilty, a sensation surpassing that 
caused by the district attorney’s re­ 
cent denouncem ent of IT. 8. Hockin, 
came in the dynam iting cases. As the 
announcem ent was m ade every eye 
in the court room was leveled upon 
Clark who rose and walked toward the 
Judge’s stand. 
"Do you plead guilty?’* asked Judge 
Anderson. 
“I ph ail guilty,” said Clark. 
The prig 
cr was then separated 
from the < flu r forty-five defendant* 
and ’alien to ail to await the impos­ 
ing of his si ntence. 
Clark pleaded guilty to all charges, 
five counts of conspiracy' and fifty 
counts of being a principal to the ac­ 
tual illegal falters tate shipment of dy­ 
namite and nitroglycerine. 
Clark was I, sines agent and presi­ 
dent of loc I union No, 44 of the Inter­ 
national Association of Bridge and 
Structural Iron Workers from January, 
19<»S, to July, 1911. 
His activities in 
prom oting explosions, MV. Miller as­ 
serted, were carried on through letters 
written by Frank M. Ryan, president 
of the union, and the 
McNamaras. 
Clark also was charged with carrying 
out plots against employers of non­ 
union labor. 
In connection with a scheme to blow­ 
up the viaduct at C incinnal, Mr, Mil­ 
ler alice* d. Clark wrote to Ryan: 
“ It would be dangerous for me to 
buy explosives down h< re. 
You had 
better send a stranger. 
I have gotten 
one man out of 
lot of lot of trouble 
already. I am afraid I cannot do much 
more, for the police judge said: 
'For 
Cod's sake don't bring this hunch be­ 
fore me again, or I’ll have to do some­ 
thing.’ ” 
In continuing his statem ent to the 
jury the hist i«t attorney took sp the 
connection of Philip A. Cooley of New’ 
Orleans with the dynamiting opera­ 
tions. 
He said that Cooley was a 
m ember of the executive board when 
$1,0(0 a month was set aside for the 
use of J. J. McNamara In paying dy­ 
namiting expenses. 
Also he read a 
letter alleged to have been w ritten by 
Cooley to McNamara concerning the 
big iron jobs in New Orleans. 
This 
letter, it is charged, says alxmt $250 
would be necessary, and adds 
“We 
have some good 
fellows here who 
could do the trick and get away with 
It." 
It would he shown that the kind of 
a “trick" Cooley m eant was an explo­ 
sion, said the district attorney, and he

A COLLEGE GIRL OF EIGHTY 


The num ber of lunatices in England 
and W ales oil January I last showed 
an increase of 2,504 over the total a 
year before, according to recently is­ 
sued reports of the com m issioners in 
lunacy. 
The total num ber of certified insane 
under care on January I was 135,661. 
The increase of 2,504 com pares with 
an increase of 2,604 for 1010, with 
1,760 for 1900 and w ith 2,703 for 1908. 
Last January the insane were reck­ 
oned at one to every 269 of the pop­ 
ulation: in 1902 the proportion was 
one to 298. 
On the question of distribution the 
report shows 46.5 per cent, of insane 
are male and 53.5 per cent, females. 
In the population there are 48 males 
to 52 fem ales in every IOO persons. 
In cases of hereditary insanity the 
proportion of the fem ales is 59 pi r 
cent., which bears out a fact noted by 
Dr. Mott, of the London county asy­ 
lums, that in the offspring of insane 
parents daughters are much more nu­ 
m erous than eons. 
In cases with a 
family history of alcoholism the fe 
inale proportion is 53. Sudden m ental 
stress accounts for 65 female insane, 
com pared with 35 m ales; 
in 
pro­ 
longed stress 
women 
also predom ­ 
inate. but in alcoholic intem perance 
the male cases are twice as num erous 
as the fem ale—68 against 32.

Her Moslem Subjects Have Made It 
Plain That They Will Resent What 
They Are Pleased to Call a Conspir­ 
acy on the Part of the Christian 
Powers to Rob the Moslem* of Their 
Kingdom in Europe. 


London, Oct. 8.—A more optimistic 
tone has been given to the trouble­ 
some situation by the reported deci­ 
sion of the I lowers to intervene in the 
Balkans. 
This is reflected in the ex­ 
changes of Europe, where stocks in 
general have rallied from the flurry of 
last week. 
It is now believed that all the pow­ 
ers are in concord in their demand for 
peace in tile Balkans. Representation 
will be made at once at Constantinople 
to that effect. 
At the Turkish capital 
all the powers will meet to make in­ 
dividually a verbal communication to 
the porte identical to that to be pre­ 
sented to the Balkan states by Russia 
and Austria. 
The powers, it is known, will state 
emphatically their disapproval of any 
fighting in the Balkans, and will de­ 
mand that the little states leave to 
them any Macedonian reforms that are 
to lie made. 
It is unlikely that Great Britain, who 
has hung back all along, will take any 
prominent part in the squelching of 
war in the Balkans. 
She fears to of­ 
fend her Moslem subjects in India. 
The Mohammedans of Bengal met in 
great num bers in Calcutta to denounce 
what they ar© pleased to call a con­ 
spiracy on the part of the Christian 
powers to rob the Moslems of their 
kingdom. 
Largely responsible for the optim­ 
ism of the diplomats as to the ticklish 
situation, is the new attitude of Tur­ 
key. 
At first indifferent and passive, 
latterly aroused and aggressive, now 
veering hack to her original peaceful­ 
ness, Turkey 
seems willing to ac­ 
knowledge that reforms ar * needed in 
Macedonia and that she may he will­ 
ing to graiit a more generous m e a su re 
of selfgovernment to Roumelia and 
Macedonia. 
But in spite of all this prevailing 
cheer, war is Twit by any means out of 
the question as yet. 
While the diplomats are busied wit! 
conferences 
and 
protestations, 
the 
peopler, of a1! the little countries con 
cerned are demanding war and the 
troops are straining at orch other 
across their borders. The mobilization 
of a 1! the armies is going on at top 
speed, and in many quarters it is fear­ 
ed that the bringing together of so 
many fighting men cannot pass off 
without some sanguine incident. 
The temper of Greece is shown In 
the

that 
Greeks 
swarmed 
aboard * Turkish steamship lying in 
th * Piraeus, the seaport of Athens, 
and mauled the crew and passengers. 
Many were injured in the free-for-all 
fight that followed. Turkey has hear*! 
that some of the Injured passengers 
were women and has demanded rep­ 
aration. 
It is reported that the pope is pre­ 
paring to offer bis ser ices in media­ 
tion.

Ralph Drake, sentenced from Dora 
to r county in 1891 for the m urder of 
a woman of had reputation, got the 
only pardon. 
The governor acted on 
the report of the state board favorably 
in each 
recommendation. 
Thirteen 
persons were paroled and thirty were 
refused clemency. 
Fifty-three cases 
wer* continued. 
The two murderers 
paroled were .lames Cave, sentenced 
from Pike county In 1891 for life for 
the murder of a man named Keller, 
and John Timer, sentenced from Jack­ 
son county in 1896 for the killing of 
Andrew Darkus on March 23, 1896.

JUSTICE GOFF 


Presiding at the Trial of 
Lieut.

Will Tolerate No Pettifogging 


lo Becker Case. 


New’ York, Oct. 8.—The selection of 
one juror v. as the net result of tho 
first day of the trial of d ia s. T. Becker 
for the m urder of Herman Rosenthal. 
He is Harold B. Skinner., manager of a 
branch office of the New’ York Edison 
company. 
Mr. Skinner, who becom es 
foreman of the jury, is a son of Charles 
Skinner, state superintendent of pub­ 
lic instruction from 1895 to 1004, and 
who is now’ an assistant appraiser of 
the port. 
Justice John W. Golf notified the at­ 
torneys that if the Jury Is not complet­ 
ed by 5 this evening he will order 
night sessions. 
Justice Goff said very plainly that 
he will not tolerate methods of jury 
selection which have been, he said, a 
scandal In tho past. 
Presiding with a 
firm hand, alert in detecting strata­ 
gems of counsel distasteful to him and 
emphatic in repressing unnecessary 
argument and time-wasting tactics, tho 
Justice* was at all times the m aster of 
his court. 
Bearding him early in the 
proceedings. Mr. McIntyre, counsel for 
Becker, su b sid ed speedily upon beiDg 
told that removal and arrest was im­ 
minent. 
The cause of slow progress was the 
statement of every talesman question­ 
ed that from reading the newspapers 
he had formed a strong opinion as to 
the guilt or innocence of the defend­ 
ant.

When Zele­ 
don and his twenty-five companions 
were flying to the Costa Rican border 
after the assault on Barranca they met 
three women going in the opposite di­ 
rection. 
Zeledon stopped and mur­ 
dered the three women lest they re­ 
port having seen him when they met 
th© forte already in pursuit of Zele­ 
don. 
It appears that Zeledon, besides 
writing a defiant note to Admiral 
Southerland, in which he said he and 
his men would resist to the end, also 
urged his soldiers to resist attack so 
long as they had life w ithin them. He 
then left Barranca with a number of 
chosen companions. 
They’ went to 
Masaya. where they took refuge in a 
church. 
Zeledon never returned to 
Barranca, and at the first news of the 
battle he fled from the church and the 
city. 
The rebels left behind in the 
church hoisted the white flag and 
three government officers approached 
to accept the supposed surrender and 
to offer protection to the prisoners. 
As they drew near the rebels in the 
church met them with a withering fire 
and a1! three were mortally wounded. 
The 
government 
forces 
thereupon 
planted a fieldpiece before th© door 
of the church and succeeded in bat­ 
tering it down with shells. 
The gov­ 
ernment soldiers then rushed In and 
began cutting the rebels to pieces aa 
they were penned in the church. 
A 
company of American marines was on 
the scene soon after and Captain Gree, 
their commander, at once put a stop 
to the slaughter of the rebels. 
Meanwhile General Zeledon and his 
twenty-five companions were making 
across the country, when they were 
accidentally encountered by a troop 
of government cavalry on its way to 
Granada. 
In the conflict that ensued 
Zeledon was mortally wounded.

iThe body of Walter C. Spurgeou, 


35 years old, son of Enoch Spurgeon 
of MUroy was found with the throat 
cut in a shack at 415 West Thirty- 
second street, Indianapolis, late yes- 
terday afternoon. 
A razor in the 


hand of the dead man and a door 
locked with a peculiar wire fastening 
from the inside precluded a possibil- 
ity of murder. 
He was last seen 


alive September 29. 


Mr. Spurgeon left Milroy about 


the first of September, going to Ind- 
ianapolis to accept a position with a 
gas company. He lived alone in the 
shack on the rear end of the lot. Mr. 
Spurgeon purchased 
the 
lot 
two 


months ago and 
constructed 
the 


house. 


When Mrs. Mary Taylor, 413 West 


Thirty-second street, went into Spur- 
geons lot to drive her chickens back 
into her own, she remembered that 
she had not seen Spurgeou about the 
premises for more than a week and ! 


called the bieyeleineu, who found the 
half-clothed" body on the bed. Spur- 
geon's clothing was laid neatly on a 
chair beside the bed. In them were 
a gold watch and $50 in money. Pa- 
pers from which the officers were 
able to learn the name of the man 
and other facts were in the pockets. 


His relatives in Milroy were at 


once notified and his 
father, and 


brother. Bert Spurgeon left for Indi- 
anapolis to claim the body. Xo mo- 
live for suicide was found by the po- 
lice or Coroner nor can apy be ad- 
vanced by his relatives here. 


Besides, his father, he is sur- 


vived by two brothers, Bert and 
Elmer Spurgeon and'two sisters, Miss 
Ruth Spurgeon and Mrs. George Ju- 
lian. The remans were taken to the 
home of Bert Spurgeon one and one- 
half miles south of Milroy this after- 
noon but t"he funeral arrangements 
have not been completed. 


The Indianapolis News this after- 


noon had the following concerning a 
motive for Spurgeon's suicide:

charmed an audience of two hundred 
and fifty people, a majority .of them 
children, at the St. Paul M. E. church 
last evening with his illustrated lec- 
ture on the subject, 
"An Evening 


With Colorado Birds." 


Dr. Arnold has a hundred slides, 


prepared by himself, which he used to 
illustrated the thoughts that he 
brought to the audience.' The slides 
v/ere so perfect that they seemed nat- 
ural, and they made the lecture all 
the more realistic. 


Dr. Arnold is an authority on birds, 


having evinced an 'interest in them 
when he was but 
a boy, 
roaming 


;ibout the fields in Kush county. He 
cultivated the attraction 
that 
the 


winged things that soar in the air 
lield for him, and so well has he done 
it that he has come to be recognized 
as one who has more knowledge cori- 
eruiug the habits of the birds ' in 
Colorado than any other one man. 
Recently a newspaper of Colorado 
Springs devoted considerable space 
to a discussion of Colorado birds, 
written by Dr. Arnold. 


The first picture of the group was 


of the Arnold homestead in Rush 
county where Dr. Arnold was reared 
and where he first discovered thai he 
lowed a series of pictures showing 
le did the things down on earth. This 
fondness for them has increased as 
lis years have increased. Then fol- 
lowed n series if pictures showing 
many kinds of birds in Colorado, Dr. 
Arnold explaining each slide as it 
was reproduced on the screen. 


Dr. Arnold is known in 
Colorado 


Springs as the bird physician. The 
loys and irrils who have been taught, 
to love them always go to Dr: Arnold 
with their troubles. When 
one of 


their pets -suffers a broken leg or 
wing, or is starved by thoughtless 
people who will not throw out a few 
crumbs for the little things, 
they 


hurry to Dr. Arnold for solace and 
assistance. 


Dr. Arnold is the leader 
of the 


movement in Colorado for the better- 
ment of bird life. He originated the 
feeding stations for birds. There are 
now many of them in his home city 
where the hungry little birds may go 
for a square meal when they are at a 
loss to know from whence the next 
food is to come. 


Dr Arnold interwove some sweet 


thoughts for the children at the close 
of his lecture. When he reproduced 
the picture of his mother on the 
screen, he paid a deep tribute to her, 
"iving her the credit for inspiriflg in 
him the love for the birds and things 
of. narare. 


He next showed a picture of him- 


self and his wife, and commented 
that there'are no two people in the 
world less appreciated that one's wife 
find mother. The last picture was one 
of himself, 
with the inscription 


"Good -Night," on it, and a crowd of 
happy children and grown-ups • de- 
parted with a much greater knowl- 
edge of the troubles of birds and with 
a resolve to do their mite in making 
their life easier.

;iian a hundred and thirty voters in 
:he county who did not register. In

The Republicans seem to have a lit-

The other wne iii which all 
Democrats, which are polled as such, 
lave registered is Rushville, five. 


The county chairman did not put

was put in evidence by Mr. Milla.

disclosed the remarkable fact that the 
alleged voters, all of whom were re- 
corded for Roosevelt, had cast t!:"ir 
votes m alphabetical order, which Mr. 
Mills suggested raised a strong pre- 
sumption that the names had been 
copied from the published list in the 
city record and an equal number of 
Roosevelt votes put into the ballot box. 
More than a sixth of those alleged to 
have voted in the alphabetical order 
of their names for Roosevelt, had 
moved out of the district or had died 
before the election. 


"One 
man recorded as voting was in 


the hospital election day, having his 
leg amputated," said Mr. Mills. 


Senator Clapp announced that the 


committee had arranged for John D. 
Archbold of the Standard Oil compa- 
ny to resume the stand on Thursday 
for further examination.

Edward Clark, Business Agent of the 


Cincinnati Local of Iron Workers, by 
Announcing His Desire to Change 
His Plea of Not Guilty to One of 
Guilty, Admitted That the Govern- 
ment "Had the Goods on Him." 


Indianapolis, Oct. 8.—When the dla- 


trict attorney announced that Edward 
Clark, business agent of the Cincinnati 
local of iron workers, wanted to 
change his plea of not guilty to one of 
guilty, a sensation surpassing, that 
caused by the district attorney's re- 
cent denouncement of H. S. Hockin. 
came in the dynamiting cases. As the 
announcement was made every eye 
in the court room was leveled upon 
Clark who rose and walked toward the 
judge's stand. 


"Do you plead guilty?" asked Judge 


Anderson. 


"I plead guilty," said Clark. 
The prisoner was then separated 


from the other forty-five defendants 
and taken to jail to await the impos- 
ing of his sentence. 


Clark pleaded guilty to all charges, 


five counts of conspiracy' and fifty 
counts of being a principal to the ac- 
tual illegal interstate shipment of dy- 
namite an.l nitroglycerine. 


Clark was business agent and presi- 


dent of local union No. 44 of the Inter- 
national Association of Bridge and 
Structural Iron Workers from January, 
190S, to July, 1911. His activities in 
promoting explosions, M*. Miller as- 
serted, were carried on through letters 
written by Frank M. Ryan, president 
of the union, and the 
McNamaras. 


Clark also was charged with carrying 
out plots against employers of non- 
union labor. 


In connection with a scheme to blow 


up the viaduct at Cincinnati. Mr. Mil- 
ler alleged, Clark wrote to Ryan: 


"It would be dangerous for me to 


buy explosives down here. You had 
better send a stranger. I have gotten 
one man out of a lot of lot of trouble 
already. I am afraid I cannot do much 
more, for the police judge said: 'For 
God's sake -ion't bring this bunch be- 
fore me aga:n, or I'll have to do some- 
thing.' " 


In continuing his statement to the 


jury the district attorney took up the 
connection of Philip A. Cooley of New 
Orleans with the dynamiting opera- 
tions. 
He said that Cooley .was a 


member of the executive board when 
$1,000 a month was set aside for the 
use of J. J. McNamara in paying dy- 
namiting expenses. Also he read a 
letter alleged to have been written by 
Cooley to McNamara concerning the 
big iron jobs in New Orleans. 
This 


letter, it is charged, says about J250 
would be necessary, and adds 
"We 


have some good fellows here who 
could do the trick and get away with 
it." 


It would be shown that the kind of 


a "trick" Cooley meant was an explo- 
sion, said the district attorney, and he 
added it would be shown by the evi- 
dence that Cooley sought to induce 
some men to blow up the work. Mr. 
Miller read a number of letters that 
passed between E. E. Philips, J. R. 
Carroll of Syracuse and J. J. McNa- 
mara, referring to "jobs." 


Charles Beum of Minneapolis, Mr. 


Miller said would be shown by the evi- 
dence, obtained some of the alarm 
clocks for the infernal machines used 
by the conspiracy. These clocks were 
obtained at Winnipeg, Canada, said 
Mr. Miller. Some were found in the 
basement of the building here in which 
the offices of the iron workers were 
located and where J. J. McNamara was 
arrested. 


Taking up the alleged relations of 


John H. Barry of St. Louis with the 
conspiracy, Mr. Miller said Barry serv- 
ed as a member of the auditing com- 
mittee at a time when explosions were 
pulled off. Barry, said Mr. Miller, was 
in Steubenville only a short time be- 
fore the five explosions in that city 
June 26, 1909, 


A letter alleged to have been writ- 


ten by Frank M. Ryan to M. J. Cun- 
nane, -was read by Mr. Miller. This 
told of a $500 donation to the Phila- 
delphia local and said: 
"The11 money 


is to be spent in tho way that will 
most delay or add to the cost of work 
of non-union contractors." 


For the first time the district attor- 


ney brought the name of the carpen- 
ters' and joiners' union into the dyna- 
mite conspiracy when he said that of 
the five explosions planned for Detroit 
the carpenters were to pay for three 
and the structural iron workers were 
to take care of two.

The number of lunatices in England 


and "Wales on January 1 last showed 
an increase of 2,504 over the total a 
year before, according to recently is- 
sued reports of the commissioners in 
lunacy. 


The total number of certified insane 


under care on January 1 was 135,661. 
The increase of 2,504 compares with 
an increase of 2,604 for 1910, with 
1,766 for 1909 and with 2,703 for 1908. 


Last January the insane were reck- 


oned at one to every 269 of the pop- 
ulation; in 1902 the proportion was 
one to 298. 


On the question of distribution the 


report shows 46.5 per cent, of insane 
are male and 53.5 per cent, females. 
In the population there are 48 males 
to 52 females in every 100 persons. 


In cases of hereditary insanity the 


proportion of the females is 59 per 
cent, which bears out a fact noted by 
Dr. Mott, of the London county asy- 
lums, that in the offspring of insane 
parents daughters are much more nu- 
merous than sons. In cases with a 
family history of alcoholism the fe- 
male proportion is 53. Sudden mental 
stress accounts for 65 female insane, 
compared with 35 males; 
in pro- 


longed stress 
women 
also predom- 


inate, but in alcoholic intemperance 
the male cases are twice as numerous 
as the female—68 against 32.

New York, Oct. 8.—On Havana, the

FEARS INDIAN COMPLICATIONS 


Her Moslem Subjects Have Made It 


Plain That They Will Resent What 
They Are Pleased to Call a Conspir- 
acy on the Part of the Christian 
Powers to Rob the Moslem* of Their 
Kingdom in Europe. 


London, Oct. 8.—A more optimistic 


tone has been given to the trouble- 
some situation by the reported deci- 
sion of the powers to Intervene in the 
Balkans. This is reflected in the ex- 
changes of Europe, where stocks in 
;eneral have rallied from the flurry of 
!ast week. 


It is now believed that all the pow- 


ers are in concord in their demand for 
peace in the Balkans. Representation 
will be made at once at Constantinople 
to that effect. At the Turkish capital 
all the powers will meet to make in 
divtdually a verbal communication to 
the porte identical to that to be pre- 
sented to the Balkan states by Russia 
and Austria. 


The powers, it is known, will state 


emphatically their disapproval of any 
fighting in the Balkans, and will de- 
mand that the little states leave to 
them any Macedonian reforms that are 
to be made. 


It is unlikely that Great Britain, wh.o 


has hung back all along, will take any 
prominent part in the squelching of 
war in the Balkans. She fears to of- 
fend her Moslem subjects in India. 
The Mohammedans of Bengal met in 
great numbers In Calcutta to denounce 
what they aro pleased to call a con- 
spiracy on the part of the Christian 
powers to rob the Moslems of their 
kingdom. 


Largely responsible for the optim- 


ism of the diplomats as to the ticklish 
situation, is the new attitude of Tur- 
key. At first indifferent and passive 
latterly aroused and aggressive, now 
veering back to her original peaceful- 
ness, Turkey 
seems willing to ac- 


knowledge that reforms are needed in 
Macedonia and that she may be will- 
ing to grant a more generous measure 
of self-government to Roumelia and 
Macedonia. 


But in spite of all this prevailing 


cheer, war is not by any means out c 
the question as yet. 


While the diplomats are busied will- 


conferences and protestations, the 
peoples of all the little countries con 
cerncd are demanding war and the 
troops are straining at erch other 
across their borders. The mobilization 
of all the armies is going on at top 
speed, and in many quarters it is fear 
ed that the bringing together of so 
many fighting men cannot pass off 
without some sanguine incident. 


The temper of Greece is shown in 


the report that Greeks 
swarmeS 


aboard ?. Turkisn steamship lying in 
the Piraeus, the seaport of Athens 
and mauled the crew and passengers 
Many were injured in the free-for-al 
fight that followed. Turkey has heard 
that some of the injured passengerr 
were women and has demanded rep 
a rat ion.

Washington, Oct. S. — At the state 


department news of the surrender of ' 
Leon to the government forces of Nic-. 
aragua is expected soon. Latest ad- 
vices state that discussions looking to 
:he surrender of the rebels have been 
)egun. 


Admiral Southerland reported that 


the bodies of the four American ma- 
rines killed in the assault on Barranca 
have been given temporary interment 
at Managua. The admiral stated that 
the funeral services for the American 
dead were attended by President Diaz, 
his cabinet and many high officials and 
prominent men of Nicaragua. 
It a 


planned to bring the bodies back to 
the United States later. 


Further light on the conduct and 


character of Zeledon, who commanded 
the rebel fortification at the Barranca 
is thrown by a dispatch from Minister 
Weitzel, received here. 
When Zele- 


don and his twenty-five companions 
were flying to the Costa Rican border 
after the assault on Barranca they met 
three women going in the opposite di- 
rection. 
Zeledon stopped and mur- 


dered the three women lest they re- 
port ha.ving seen him when they met 
the force already in pursuit of Zele- 
don. 
It appears that Zeledon, besides 


writing a defiant note to Admiral 
Southerland, in which he said he and 
his men would resist to the end, also 
urged his soldiers to resist attack so 
long as they had life within them. He 
then left Barranca with a number of 
chosen companions. 
They went to 


Masaya. where they took refuge in a 
church. 
Zeledon never returned to 


Barranca, and at the first news of the 
battle he fled from the church and the 
city. 
The rebels left behind in the 


church hoisted the white flag and 
three government officers approached 
to accept the supposed surrender and 
to otter protection to the prisoners. 
As they drew near the rebels in the 
church met them with a withering fire, 
and all three were mortally wounded. 
The government forces 
thereupon 


planted a fieldpiece before the door 
of the church and succeeded in bat- 
tering it down with shells. The gov- 
ernment soldiers then rushed in and 
began cutting the rebels to pieces as 
they were penned in the church. A 
company of American marines was on 
the scene soon after and Captain Gree, 
their commander, at once put a stop 
to the slaughter of the rebels. 


Meanwhile General Zeledon and his 


twenty-five companions were making 
across the country, when they were 
accidentally encountered by a troop 
of government cavalry on its way to 
Granada. In the conflict that ensued 
Zeledon was mortally wounded.

Britons Regard Parliament as "Inevi- 


table Annual Infliction." 


London, Oct. S.—The house of com- 


mons has assembled, more or less re- 
signedly, for 
the autumn session, 


which has begun to be regarded as the 
inevitable annual infliction. 
It was 


evident at the outset that the anxietj- 
over the Balkans overshadowed do- 
mestic matters, of which the report on 
the Titanic disaster was placed as the 
first business on the program. 


Before the house took up the Titanic 


report several questions were asked. 
Among other things the Unionists 
wanted to know whether Winston 
Churchill's scheme for ten to twelve 
local parliaments for the United King- 
dom was sanctioned by the cabinet 
Mr. Lloyd George read Premier As-

that on this day instructions be.given 
to the children of the public schools 
with reference to the fire hazard of 
matches, gasoline and volatile oils, 
and that simple methods of fire pre- 
vention and rescue work be taught. 


•'Accordingly.'' he continues. '• 


recommend .careful attention^ to the 
lesson on fire prevention that is •he- 
ing sent to nil county, city and'town 
superintendents of the state. I sug- 
gest that Governor Marshall's proc- 
lamation he read iu all schools ami 
that not less than thirty minutes he 
given Jo consideration of fire preven- 
tion.
